Too, the sanitary Inspector should 
visit these districts frequently, and, 
demand that lime, and lots of it, be 
used on the premises, to avoid tbe 
breeding of sickness.

p/ FIRE INSURANCE INJUSTICE. 

An earthquake is no Justification 
tor raising fire Insurance rates, says 
Mew York World. The San Francisco 
losses, suggest a revision of fire-poli- 
cy forms so that a difference should 
be made between fire rlskB proper 
and combined earthquake and fir* 
risks. The plan of the fire Insurance 
Bxchange, frequently called the Ore 
BBa u ranee Trust, to raise rates In 
New York City because of an earth- 
quake in San Francisco Is without 
logical basis. They conLjoue the pres- 
•at Are insurance rates, which are 
very profitable, and will protect 
themselves against earthijaake in a 
ably discriminating manner. 
The fire rates of New York City 
•TB already too high. Half of the pre- 
sent rale would pay all average losses 
and tbe onlv other contingency Is the 
coatagration risk, which except in 
the coagested dry goods district and 
the crowded tenemajit district Is not 
very great. -

New England, was to make a confla- 
gration charge in their premiums and 
then distribute the results In divi- 
dends, instead of setting the confla- 
gration chargt apart as an accumula- 
tive reserve to be applied solely to 
conflagration losses. This plan is 
more scientific and more Just than a 
sweeping Increase in rates to make 
the public pay for past lack of wis- 
dom.

B. Cook. Hufflcer had been sen- 
tenced to the prison for life for the 
murder of his wife, and this other 
crime, committed for a trlval of- 
fense, vaa peculiarly atrocious. In 
the eye of the law he was already 
civilly dead, so that before he can be 
executed now he must first be par- 
doned for the first crime by the gov- 
ernor. This raisea a point which 
according to the expressed opinion of 
several lawyers here has never been 
settled by the higher courts of Ken- 
tucky. Can a man civilly dead be 
convicted of another crime and sen- 
tenced therefor? Lo ar lawyer* will 
watch the developments of this case 
with considerable Interest. 

The suit of the commonwealth of 
Kentucky against the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad for allowing gaming on 
Its trains was tried also in Judge 
Cook's court at Eddyvllle and a ver- 
dict of ttftO was rendered In favor 
of the slate. 

The case of Ratcilffe's adminis- 
trator against the I. C. R R. for 
$20.uiMi damage* for the death of 
Ratclilfe will be tried Monday in Ed- 
dyvllke.

This is 
the tallist building ever put up on 
so small a base, and architects have 
had to give particular attention to 
utilizing every Inch of this space and 
to bracing the structure against wind 

The Interior of the nfw building 
will be of sted and bronze finish. but 
there will lie no attempt at ornamen- 
tation. Instead of embellishment, the 
architects have been bent upon mak- 
ing the structure absolutely fire- 
proof.
